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KPFK  REDUCES  STAFF  BY  50% 


KPFK  has  operated  on  a  budget  for  the  past  two  years  that  includes  income  not 
forthcoming  during  this  period  —  such  as  50  to  60  thousand  dollars  yearly  from  the 
Pleasure  Faire. 

Our  objective  has  been  to  find  some  means  of  replacing  this  income,  and  we  have 
not  been  successful.  Add  to  that  the  fact  that  our  marathon  income  has  been  only 
$38,000  instead  of  the  pledged  $68,000.  These  circumstances  have  made  it  mandatory 
to  reduce  our  operating  expenses  to  bring  them  more  in  line  with  our  income.  Thus  we 
have  been  forced  to  lay  off  a  large  part  of  our  staff. 

We  remain  grateful  for  the  support  of  each  and  everyone  of  you,  but  it  is  clear  that 
in  order  to  get  the  amount  of  support  necessary  to  meet  our  expenses  we  must  do  more. 
So  the  next  few  months  will  be  a  re-evaluation.  In  the  meantime  we  will  be  drawing 
more  heavily  from  our  sister  stations,  KPFA  and  WBAI.  Join  us  in  working  for  a  more 
vital  KPFK. 


Your  folio  may  not  be  strictly  accurate,  but  we  hope  that  you  will  understand 
this  is  part  of  our  reassessment.  And  we  hope  September  will  see  us  on  the  way  to  less 
chaos  and  more  coherence.

Regrettably,  the  commentary  of  William 
Gruver  had  to  be  dropped.  Mr.  Gruver  is  a 
very  busy  man,  having  been  the  late  Senator 
Robert  Kennedy's  Campaign  Press  Officer.  He 
has  just  had  a  book  published,  SINCE  1792,  a 
history  of  the  Democratic  Party;  and  is 
presently  in  the  East  as  a  consultant  on 
national  politics  to  the  Columbia  Broad- 
casting System.  Our  thanks  to  William  Gruver 
for  his  contribution  to  KPFK's  commentaries 
over  the  years.  He  is  welcome  to  return  for 
another  series  at  such  time  as  his  schedule 
permits. 

Another  casualty  of  pressing  personal  com- 
mitments is  William  Blanchard.  His  program 
SEARCH  AND  RESEARCH  has  been  heard 
on  KPFK  for  many  years,  and  it  will  be 
missed.  If  the  fates  are  kind,  Mr.  Blanchard 
may  return  to  his  series  in  the  Fall. 

Of  significance  for  the  month  of  August  are 
the  programs  derived  from  conferences  and 
symposia  held  in  California  in  May  and  June 
on  "Human  Services  and  Professional  Re- 
sponsibility"; "An  Action  Platform  for 
Human  Welfare";  and  "Studies  in  Violence". 

The  following  is  the  theme  statement  pre- 
pared by  the  "Task  Force  on  Service  De- 
livery" for  the  Second  Professional  Sym- 
posium on  Human  Services  and  Professional 
Responsibility  of  the  National  Association  of 
Social  Workers,  Inc. 

"This  symposium  is  concerned  with  social 
work's  role  in  the  effective  delivery  of  ser- 
vices to  people  in  need.  The  phrase  signi- 
fies the  importance  to  social  workers  of 
what  actually  happens  to  those  in  need 
of  help.  Put  negatively,  a  service  not  de- 
livered when  and  where  needed  is  not  a 
service  at  all.  Any  sharp  dichotomy  be- 
tween 'service'  and  'delivery'  is  a  false 
one.  In  some  fields,  one  can  talk  about  a 
production  process  and  a  distribution  pro- 
cess as  separate  and  distinct,  but  in  social 
work  these  are  aspects  of  the  same  thing. 

From  a  purely  logical  standpoint,  then,  it 
is  artificial  to  refer  to  delivery  as  some- 
thing apart  from  an  integral  process  called 
service.  But  this  emphasis  on  delivery  be- 
comes important  because  of  a  special 
failing  of  social  work  in  the  past.  The 
profession  has  tended  at  times  to  focus  on 
one  aspect  of  the  total  process  -  the 
refinement  of  intervention  techniques  - 
with  little  regard  for  whether  these  were 
'delivering'  anything  of  real  significance  to 
the  people  most  in  need  of  help. 


Largely  because  of  this  tendency,  social 
work  now  faces  a  major  crisis:  The  crisis 
of  its  relevance  to  the  human  condition.  It 
is  especially  serious  because  of  social 
work's  aspiration  to  relate  itself  meaning- 
fully to  a  vast  range  of  human  needs. 
Perhaps  more  than  any  other  profession, 
from  its  earliest  history  social  work  has 
Interpreted  its  social  mandate  broadly.  In 
an  earlier  era,  this  tendency  to  a  univer- 
salist  concern  for  man's  welfare  posed  a 
different  kind  of  threat.  Flexner  told 
social  workers  in  1915  that  they  were 
middlemen  with  no  special  expertise.  In 
other  words,  one  could  become  too  cath- 
olic in  his  concern  for  humanity.  Now  it  is 
the  opposite  danger  that  threatens  the 
viability  of  the  profession.  It  may  seem 
strange  to  speak  of  danger  when  demand 
for  social  work  services  is  at  its  peak  and 
when  the  professional  association  is  larger 
and  richer  than  ever  before.  But  the 
warning  signals  are  there  for  those  who 
would  observe  them.

In  April  1967  the  NASW  Delegate 
Assembly  met  in  Detroit  to  consider  a 
wide  range  of  issues  of  professional  and 
public  concern.  The  delegates  left  intact 
the  membership  barrier  against  persons 
with  less  than  a  master's  degree  -  a 
distinction  whose  subtlety  escapes  most 
laymen  -  passed  a  flood  of  resolutions, 
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Asst,  Manager  for  Programming, 
KPFK 


KPFK  is  not  responsible  for  any  unsol- 
icited tapes,  manuscripts  or  program 
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many  of  which  bore  only  symbolic  rela- 
tionship to  the  professional  hves  of  most 
social  workers,  and  then  disbanded.  Three 
months  later  Detroit  was  put  to  the  torch 
in  the  worst  ghetto  explosion  of  any 
American  city.  Social  workers  and  others 
had  freely  predicted  more  racial  conflagra- 
tions for  the  summer  of  1967.  But  riots 
were  not  on  the  agenda  of  the  1967 
Delegate  Assembly. 

The  theme  of  NASW's  1968  Professional 
Symposium  is  the  crisis  of  relevance:  the 
relevance  of  social  services  and  of  the 
social  work  profession  to  human  needs. 
While  participants  will  hopefully  find 
much  that  is  personally  enriching  and 
rewarding  in  these  sessions  the  primary 
intent  of  the  symposium  is  to  bring  the 
social  work  community  to  grips  with  the 
urgent  problems  facing  the  profession."

This  is  an  outstanding  sym- 
posium.
